insr the editorial charge of the administration 
newspaper published by W. W. Wyman. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Madison was 


in its native condition, and that what is now 
the most pleasant part of the city was then 
and'for some'years afterward almost an im- 
passable forest, the charm of lakes and trees 
outweighed all the disadvantages of a new vil- 
lage. Mr.. Clark continued his arduous work, 
loving its' forensic and literary features an* 
the communion with the brilliant minds which 
illuminated the 
territorial capital from 
its 


earliest year. He also saved his fees and sal- 
ary, looking steadily forward to the construc- 
tion of a desirable home on the shores of Men- 
dota. 


In 1846 he purchased the block on the lake- 


beach between Wisconsin avenue and Pinck- 
ney street—choice residence property, although 
reached by passing through a thick growth of 
oaks, no streets being denned after leaving the' 
capitol grounds. There, 13 years later, he built 
the substantial red brick house which sheltered 
his family and friends during the remaining 
years of his life in Wisconsin, and, .upon his 
removal to Topeka, became the 
property 
of 


John N. Jones^nd 
later the 
home 
of our 


state's most polished and distinguished orator 
and statesman, Colonel William F. Vilas, in 
whose estate it still remains. 


Generous in its proportions, and made beau- 


tiful in its surroundings by art and nature, the 
old mansion, which once entertained President 
Cleveland and "the first lady of the 
land," 


would seem an ideal abode for the executive 
residence. 


Whether this may or may not be, this fact 


remain: That the people of Madison will al- 
ways have interest in the historic structure.

gifted, brilliant builder—more literature 


and musician at heart, perhaps, tnan lawyer.
